ordinance 


"whEch prescribes a speed of eight and 
fifteen mites an hour

conceded.upon all sides, especially as 
there is scarcely an automobile driven 
In New York at the present time with- 
out violating the city's speed ordin- 
ance.

At the request of Chairman Folks 


of the special aldermanic committee, 
tho touring club through Its legislative 
committee consisting of Charles R. 
McMlllen. Foster Gilroy and Secretary 
Frederick H. Elliott, has recommended 
that the ordinance should -be based 
upon section 2S7 of the motor vehicle- 
law of the state of New York, known 
-as the Callan.law, with the exception 
of the substitution of "twenty miles" 
Instead of "thirty miles" and of "one- 
eighth" for "one-fourth" In the 
last 


paragraph. - The new city ordinance as 
proposed would read as follows:

greater rate of speed for one-eighth 
of a mile shall he presumptive evi-

In support of a twenty mite speed 


limit, attention is directed to the local 
government board 
ot' Great Britain, 


which has promulgated an Order to 
the "effect that no motor car shall be 
driven at a speed exceeding twenty 
miles an hour.'On conv!ctlons*for the 
first offense the fine shall not exceed 
L.10; the second offense L. 20 and any 
subsequent offense L.50. but a person 
shall not be convicted- under this res 
illation for exceeding 
the 
limit 
of 


speed merely'on the opinion of 
witness as to the rate of speed. 


]n France the speed limit In the 


open country is thirty 
kilometers 


1S.64 miles per hour, and when passing 
through .villages twenty kilometers or 
24.03 miles per hour. 


Comparison has been made between 


the motor vehicle regulations 
of 
the 


cities of Buffalo and Rochester, which 
with New York City, include the . clt- 


. les of the first class in the Empire 


state. 


In Buffalo, the rate of. speed 
for 


motor vehicles varies in 
accordance 


with the speed zones designated by the 
Minorities; the highest speed allowed 
being eighteen miles an hour. Practi- 
cally the same provisions prevail In 
Rochester. 


One of the important recommenda- 


tions contained in the Touring club's 
brief is that the hew ordinance should 
convey the necessary authority to the 
police commissioner of tho

New York to designate such street In- 
tersections as may. be deemed proper 
where the traffic qollce shall have tho 
same Jurisdiction 'over pc-dc-strlarts as 
they have at present over drivers of 
all vehicles.

Dr. R. Tail JIcKenzie recenily in his talk before the gym leaders of the 


University o£ Pennsylvania spoke on "The Physiology of Exercise

In tho course of the lecture Dr. McKenzie explained the condition 


known to athletes as ''second wind:" 
He said that when violent exercise 


was indulged in the blood was filled with poison* ivhieh causes (lie fatigue 
of the body, and it was the heart's duty to purify iliis blood and keep it 
normal. The blood then becomes so rapidly filled with poison that the heart 
has more than it can manage and is always a little behind in its function. 


This, he said, is what causes the fatigue and the "second wind" comes 


when the heart has adjusted itself to these new conditions and can take care 
of the exuess ol: poison in the blood.
